Three ships of 74 guns eaebt and of 
the largest Class, are now building of 
prime materials, and in the most sub­ 
stantial add durable manner, vis. one 
at PortsoMiuitt, New* Hampshire | one 
at CbaMestOwn, MuSacblsettsi and 
ono at Philadelphia— Tile two former, 
it is expected, will bo tsunched in the 
‘month of July, and the latar in the 
aaonth of December next. 


Threo ships of 44 guns eacl» of the 
largest class» are also building of dura­ 
ble nuuerials, in the best manner, vis. 
one at Philadelphia, one at Baltimore, 
and ono at^ the navy yard in this dty— 
The two former» it is expected, will be 
launched by tho middle of April, and 
the latter in all the month of luly next. 


The six sloops of war» authorised by 
lsw, have all been built in the most sub* 
stantial manner, and of good materials 
One of which has sailed on a' cruise, 
three are ttoder sailing orders ready for 
sea, one is nearly manned, and is ex­ 
pected to be ready for sea in the course 
of ten days, and one is now fitting t t the 
navy-yard in this city. 


Six barges have been purchased at 
Philadelphia» also four at Baltimore, 
and one at Nor'olk. 


Eight have been built at> Baltimore) 
ten are nearly completed on the eastern 
shore of Maryland, four have been 
built and one U now building at the 
navy-yard in this city, five are building 
at Charleston, South-Carolina, six at St. 
Mary's Georgia, and preparatory meas­ 
ures are now in operation to increase 
the force in North-Carolina and at Now* 
Orleans in vessels of this description, 
as Cast as men can be procured to manr 
them. 


Previous to the year 1813, it appears 
that no timber had been procured un­ 
der the act of March 30, 1812; but 
early in the year 1013, timber tothe 
amount of 23,090 dollars was purchas­ 
ed at Baltimore under the act of March 
3€th, 1813,** sutiable for rebuilding the 
frigates Philadelphia, General Gteene, 
New-York and Boston ;** but as there 
is no appropriation or authority to re­ 
build those frigates, and as the Philadel­ 
phia is not in existence» and the Ge­ 
neral Greene, New-York and" Boston 
# e rotten, worthless bulks, that would 
cost much more, in proportion to thdir 
value, to rebuild them than to build 
new frigates of a better class and vastly 
superior construction ; a part of that 
: timber has been applied to the building 
of the 44 and the sloops of war at Balti­ 
more, and the 74 and 44 at Philadephia. 


Contracts for snd purcba** of lim­ 
ber to a very considerable amount, have 
been made for naval purposes during 
the yesr 1813, but which have not been 
charged to the particular appropriation 
of the 30thofMarrh, 1813, ¿huugh ap­ 
plied to the aame purposes* as timber 
chargeable to that appropriation would 
have been, viz. in building the three 
74a at Portsmouth, Charlestown, and 
Philadelphia ; the 44 gun ship at the 
latter place, and the 44 and sloop of 
war at the nav)-yard in this city ; also, 
in the repairs of the ships of the navy, 
and in preparing several sets cf spare 
masts, spars, tops, Itc Ik. ready for the 
ships which may return damaged ; and 
the residue is applicable to aimilar pur­ 
poses. 


Thefce have been charged either un­ 
der the head of repairs, or to the appro­ 
priations for building 74s and frigates, 
which appropriations, it is conceived, 
¿ire properly chargeable with timber 
purchased for those purposes. Six
